Evangelical Christians. 


E d i t or T e l e gr ap h : A new feature 
of church service, at lea-t in Dixon, is 
a q uery box introduced by Dr. 
< vyor, 
of the Presbyterian church. 
I like it, 
for as the minister stated, it brings 
him in touch with the people and lets 
him know 
what they are thinking 
about. 
Several interesting q uestions were 
considered in last S abbath's evening 
service. 
Some one wished to know 
what the reverend doctor thought of 
the much talked of recent utterances 
of Dr. Hillis. 
T he substance of the 
doctor's reply was, as I 
r e m e m b e r it, 
th at he was surp rised that Dr. Hillis 
should ueem it necessary to say what 
he did, as th e re was nothing objection­ 
able in the confession of faith of the 
Presbyterian church, excep t po-Mbly 
in the wording. 
T h e re was a number 
in Dr. C rvor’s audience who wouder if 
he is willing to road the Westminister 
confession of faith and creed from his 
pulpit. 
Another q uite 
suggestive q uestion 
wnieh was handled by the doctor in a 
ra th e r peculiar way was this, as n e t r 
as I can rem em ber it: 
‘’Most of the 
leading American authors, including 
Bryant, W nittier, Lowell, Longfellow 
and 
Emerson 
are 
not 
evangelical 
Christians, 
is the fact significant?” 
Dr. Cryor called in q uestion the ‘‘fact’ 
and 
then proceeded 
from 
extensive 
q uot ations from Bryant and Lowell to 
prove th a t they were 
“ Christians,” 
which, as I see it, was entirely super- 
lluous and had no bearing oti the topic, 
as in the q uestion the word “ C h ristia n’ 
was modified by “ evangelical.” 
Dr. 
Cryor is too observing a man to have 
overlooked this modifying word. 
Pos­ 
sibly he has dropped it from his vocab­ 
ulary, in which case he 
is certainly 
very much out of place in a P re sb y te r­ 
ian pulpit. 
Allow me to suggest right 
hero th a t th ere is nothing re m a rkable 
about that, for “ there are oth ers.” 
W h a te ver Dr. Cryor may think about 
it, be doubtless knows that 
to many 
p reachers and q uite a sp rinkling of the 
iaiiy the word “ evangelical” is a sacred 
word: about eq uivalent to “ the elect” 
and indicates a well defined boundary 
between a band of prosp ective angels 
and the groat outside world. 


Now who are "Evangelical 
C h rist­ 
ians? ’ 
Tho Y. M. C. A. accep ts my 
$5.00 and tmnde me a receip t which has 
written 011 its face, “ Associate Mem­ 
ber.” 
I can hold no office or even vote 
in the business m eotirgsof the society. 
W hy? 
I 
am not a member of an 
Evangelical church. 
I may bo a m em ­ 
ber in good and regular standing of the 
Catholic church, the mother of all 
Christian churches, and yet 1 am not a 
Christian from the standp oint of t h a t 
association. 
An 
organization 
th a t 
teaches that God is too good to e te rn­ 
ally damn anybody can certainly find 
no lodgement within the precincts of 
tho Evangelical fold and so the Uci- 
versalists are left out. 
Of course the 
.Jews are blacklisted forever and I hose 
people whose arithm etic puzzles them 
when they attemp t to make one out of 
throe, who think Christ was a legiti­ 
mate child and had a father the same 
as the rest of us, who believe that N a ­ 
ture's laws (God’s laws) are 
unchang- 
able and therefore find some trouble in 
endorsing some of the so-called mir- 
acles, who think it blasp hemy to charge 
God with beii g the author of eve ry ­ 
thing found in the Bible. 
These too 
are commanded to staud 
back for, 
“ The place whereon we stand is holy 
ground.” 
T h e 'U n ita r ia n s are th e r e ­ 
fore set down as heritics and cannot 
fellowship with the elect. 


Most, If not all, the authors referred 
to in the q uestion were P nitarians and 
were members of Unitarian churches. 
I am very well aware th at but a com­ 
p aratively small number of the m em ­ 
bers of so-called Evangelical churches 
stand sq uarely and intelligently for the 
dogma of orthodoxy and 
t h a t at h eart 
there are many people in all these 
c lurches who a~e Univeraalists or U n­ 
itarians. but how Dr. Cryor can claim 
Lowell and Bryant 
as 
evangelical 


C h r istian s, who neither b\ affiliation or 
profession, were 
in symp athy with t h e 
doctrines] which diflerentiate the so- 
called evangelical churches from all 
others is an unsolved problem to a non­ 
evangelical 
C h r i s t i a n. 


P. S. 
Dr, Edward E ve re tt Hall was 
recently interviewed on the revision of 
church creeds. 
Fie said: 
” 1 hope that 
movement has the people of the church 
behind it and 1 truly hope it will suc­ 
ceed. 
No church can succeed long 
with one creed for tho people and an­ 
other for the clergy . 
No man 
in 
his 
senses really 
believes in th a t creed 
with its doctrines of infant damnation 
and predestination. 
T h e clerg\ screw 
themselves up and try to believe it, but 
the eiTect is bad for them. 
The posi­ 
tion m a n ’of them take is anything but 


a manly one. 
Old Homer had his eat 
about the P resbyterian of today 
« 3000 
years ago. 
He said: 


‘Who dares t Rink one thin« and another tell. 
My si ml detests him like tho Kates of hell.' 
“ As a m atter of fact there are many 
Unitarians in the 1 ’resbyterian church. 
I have been told myself th a t I might 
be a Presbyteriao. even with my p res­ 
ent beliefs (Dr. H. is a Unitarian p as­ 
tor) but I would not want to be in a 
church in which I could not preach 
what 1 beieved.”
